The  Bay  ^ea  *70  Census  Series  Is  a localized  presentation  of 
primary  demographic  and  housing  data  Initially  gathered  by 
the  U.  S.  Bureau  of  the  Census  on  April  1,  1970.  Data  pre- 
sented herein  cover  the  nine  counties,  91  incorporated  cities 
and  unincorporated  areas  of  the  San  Francisco  Bay  Area— In- 
cluding basic  population  count;  age,  sex,  race  and  marital 
status  delineations,  as  well  as  a variety  of  housing  statistics. 

To  assist  the  data  user,  the  report  also  contains  several  com- 
parisons with  1960  data,  percentage  distributions  within  cat- 
egories, 1960-70  numerical  and  percent  change  calculations, 
and  median  figures .
